George yden, general secretary 
of the Delaware Swedish Tercente- 
nary Commission, in a communication 
to the New ‘York Herald Tribune, re- 
ports that the commission, is offering 
a prize of $500 for the best model for 
the commemorative half-dollars. re- 
cently approved to be issued in con- 
nection with the three hundredth an- 
niversary of the first settlement in 
the Delaware Valley by the Swedes in 
1638.

The Rocks are still 
visible at Fifth Street, Wilmington, 
and this site, together with the Key 
of Kalmar, the ship which brought 
(the first settlers, have the same sig- 
nificance in the Delaware Valley that 
| Plymouth Rock and the Mayflower 
have for New England.
